One of these craters Is a spot called 
Tasca Albanelli. This is not throwing 
out much lava, "but Is the noisiest of 
the four and Its loud detonations are 
chiefly responsible for the terror of 
the population for miles around.

second crater is 600 feet above in a 
place called Volta San Glrolamo. This 
is 7000 feet above the sea and the 
most active of the openings, emitting 
the greatest amount of Incandescent 
matter. 


BIG KIVBB OF LAVA. 


The four streams emitted from 


these craters have united at the 
foot of Mount Castellasezo and 
formed a great river of lava that 


- Is bringing death and desolation 


Into the invaded districts. Plants, 
trees, whole vineyards and or- 
chards lm\e been destroyed by the 
consuming flood. Tills morning 
the lava river hod extended nine 
miles from its source. 
Even in this city there was little 


sleep for any one last night. 
The 


greatest anxiety was felt for friends 
and relatives and their property in 
the threatened district by those who 
well knew the possibilities of the dis- 
aster. 
In the pathway of the advancing 


flood the people are In great terror 
and thousands had abandoned their 
homes at daylight. 
The roaring of 


Mount Etna continued without 
In- 


terruption today snd a rain of cinders 
fell for miles around. 


HOUSES DESTROYED. 


Several houses of peasants already 


have been destroyed and It It feared that 
if the flow does not cease soon the flood 
will enter Borello. Caravans of'peasants 
carrying all their household goods and all 
of their transportable possessions are 
moving to places of safety. 
In their 
distress they present a pathetic sight. 
At many homes the molten mass has 
entered the cisterns and caused destruc- 
tive explosions.

INCOME MUST BE 


PAID FROM RENTALS 


Litigation Is to Be Appealed 


Again to a Higher 


Tribunal. 


Temporary alimony during: the pendency 


of divorce Is not a credit against the 
wife's share of the community property, 
according to the decision, that has been 
rendered In the long pending litigation 
between Anna Agnes Pereira ana Frank 
Pereira, well-known as the proprietor of 
the saloon at Eighth and Washington 
streets and the owner of the property at 
that corner. 


Various phases of the case have been 


pending In the courts since the granting 
of the Interlocutory decree September 23, 
1906, when the wife was granted a three- 
fifths Interest In the building at Eighth 
and Washington streets as her share of 
the community property and was given 
alimony In the Bum of $146 a month. 


FIRST APPEAL. 


Prom this decree the husband appealed 


on the point that the wife was not en- 
titled to her share In the community 
award until the final Jdecree of divorce 
was entered Tills called for the response 
from the Supreme Court that everything 
In the Interlocutory decree was final, ex- 
cept the divorce Itself, which did not 
become final until the end of the year, 
provided by law, and which was done to 
provide against remarriage within the 
time. 


Perelra'e next move on the chessboard 


of litigation between his wife and him- 
self was to have the amount of the tem- 
porary alimony she had received credited 
on the sum due her from the receipts and 
revenues of the building. 


PROFITS AND ALIMONY. 


In the forty-two months that the liti- 


gation has been pending he paid her the 
sum of ?6090, and during the time the 
proHts from the building were 114.831. 
Her share amounted to 18889.17. Under 
the decision rendered by% Judge Waste, 
which Involves an unsettled point of law, 
Pereira must pay her that share of the 
net Income without deducting therefrom 
the amount he has paid to her -as tem- 
porary alimony. Perelra'a attorney an- 
nounces that another appeal will be taken 
to the Supreme Court, making the third 
since the starting of the litigation.

Galen Clark, the first white man to 


explore Tosemite valley anti the dis- 
coverer of the giant sequoia trees of 
the Mariposa grove which mark its 
entrance, passed away last night at 
the age of 96 years, in the home of his 
daughter, Dr. Elvina Lee, 216 Elev- 
enth street, in this city. 


In the midst of the scenes which he 


had frequented and loved for the past 
half century, his remains will be laid 
to rest in a granite tomb, carved with 
his own hands, from a giant rock close 
by the wonderful falls. 
In a little 


graveyard near by lie also the remains 
of James Hutchings, Clark's predeces- 
sor In the guardianship of the valley. 
About the tomb in growing splendor 
are four young sequoias which Clark 
planted years ago, and which in turn 
will keep watch as it were over their 
sponsor's mortal remains. 
Surround- 


ing is the wilderness that he loved, 
the wild animals that he knew and the 
flowers and plants with 
which 
he 


studied and communed. 


ARTISTS' AUTHORITY. 


As an authority upon the history of 


the valley and its environments Clark 
was much sought after, and artists 
from all .over the world in taking up 
their abode within its precincts sought 
his acquaintanceship. 
He was famil- 


iar with all the beauties bounded by 
its magnificent peaks and it was often 
at his suggestion that 
scenes 
were 


chosen by artists which 
have 
since 


made the valley famous throughout 
the the world. 


Galen Clark was born in Dublin, N. 


H., in 1814. He removed to Missouri 
as a young man, where he married 
Miss Rebecca McCoy in Clark county. 
Shortly afterward his wife 
died 
in 


Philadelphia., where, he had gone to 
live. 


In 1853 Clark returned to St. Joseph, 


Mo., and soon afterward crossed the 
plains to California. 
He engaged in 


mining for a few months and then 
treked into Wawona valley, which lies 
twenty-six miles east of Yosemite val- 
ley, a name given to It by the In- 
dians. 
Clark built his cabin on the 


spot now occupied by the 
Wawona 


hotel, which was started by the Wash- 
burn brothers after they had bought 
Clark out. 


In 1SS8 Clark was appointed State 


guardian of Tosemite valley, 
which 


position he held for more than twenty 
years, resigning when ill health com- 
pelled him to give up his loved work, j 


DISCOVERED BIG TREES. 


The discovery of the big trees was 


given to the world 
In 
1857 
when 


one day Clark, on 
a 
hunting 
ex- 


pedition climbed the eastern ridge of 
the valley and found himself in the 
midst of the wonderful trees of which 
he had heard the Indians often speak. 
This discovery led soon after to his ex- 
ploration of the valley, 
and it was 


largely due to his efforts that 
the 


government in later years took over 
the park. 


Forced to.give up his official posi- 


tion as guardian, he could not bear 
to be far away from the dearly be- 
loved scenes 
the 
enchantment 
of 


which remained with him'and was the 
ballast of his life.

•"was a prolific writer of magazine arti- 
cles on his beloved valley^ and was 
ooked upon as an authority in every- 
thing that pertained to the region.

comparison. Moreover, San Francisco will receive willing aid and 
encouragement in Oakland and all the other adjacent cities. 


But the initiative rests with the San Franciscans. They must 


start \vith_ spirit and go forward'v ith energy and enthusiasm.

spirit which made the Portola festival such a tremendous success 
Is precisely the spirit that should be infused into the exposition en- 
terprise.

Hawley and the Western Pacific. 


The report that Edwin Hawley has acquired a dominating in- 


. fluence ki the Western Pacific and the Denver & Rio Grande is to 


be taken with a large grain of allowance. 
Probably the Hawley 


interests possess stock enough in those two roads to insure effective 
representation in the directorate, but there is little doubt that George 
J. Gould is still in control. At one time the report was current that 
E. H. Harfiman was dominant in the Western Pacific, but it has 
recently been demonstrated that there was no truth in the report. 
Financial agencies interested with Harriman on one side and with 
Gould on the other exerted pressure on the two men. to bring about 
an amicable agreement between the two. 
By this arrangement a 


traffic war was averted and litigation ended. 


Similarly i- was stated that Harriman controlled the Santa Fe. 


He did not, and it has been shown that he would never have been 
allowed to control it. The Union Pacific owned a large stock in- 
terest in the road, but so did other great railway systems, the Penn- 
sylvania in particular. Rival interests kept the Santa Fe independ- 
ent and neutral. Hence its position is a strong one. It holds the 
balance of power between the Southern Pacific, the Gould system 
nnd the Rock Island-Frisco system. 


In looking for western connections Mr. Hawley appears to have 


cast his lot -with the Goulds, which is quite natural, seeing that he 
is hostile to the Union Pacific management and has no prospect of 
dominating the Soiita Fe. The Hawley-Gould alliance will make 
the Western Pacific-Denver & Rio Grande system a stronger com- 
petitor for transcontinental traffic, which will be all the better for 
Oakland and San Francisco.

"The 
Jew Is not morally deficient," de- 


clared Rev. Dr. Martin Meyers, rabbi of 
Temple Emanu-el, In his address lart 
evening, delivered in the First Hebrew 
SVnagogue of this city, in reply to crit- 
ics ^who, he states, contend that the Jew- 
ish' people have displayed their genius 
in intellectual development and that they 
are not so potent along the avenues of 
moral attainments. 


In his able lecture upon tho "Jewish 


mind versus Jewis-h morals," given un- 
der the auspices of the Ladies' Auxiliary 
of the Oakland lodge of B'nal B'rlth, he 
enlightened the members of the Jewish 
community of this city as to the great 
moral, philosophical 
and 
intellectual 
progress of the Jews, who have through- 
out the centuries', he declared, stood 
for 
the highest religious and moral 
ideals. 


To corroborate his statement that the 
Jew is not morally deficient, he said: 


' 
PROPHESIES GREAT JEW. 


"To the contrary, it Is our belief that 


he is strongest along the lines of moral 
endeavor. The greatest moralist of our 
day is a man, who was born and bred a 
Jew; 
and the burden of his message of 


ethical culture is his heritage from the 
synagogue—Felix Adler. . The great cry 
(or social justice, which is the basic fact 
of socialistic propaganda of all shades, 
was the creation of the heart of the Jew, 
fired by the spirit of the prophets and 
aroused by the needs of his own day. 


"The 
Jew will yet be born whose 
genius will spiritualize and ethicallze this 
modern Industrial life of ours. Ameri- 
cans can build sky-scrapers and bridges 
and tunnel the earth like a mole; but the 
Jew will some day announce to the world 
She meaning and value of it all. Its just 
this which the Jew has, if he has any- 
thing. 


"We are not falling 
behind in our 


moral achievement any more than In our 
ntellectual development. 
We are not 
angels; nor are we devils'. We may be 
said to be a good deal better than tho 
average of our day. It is our conviction 
furthermore, that the Jew has just thati 
ithical and spiritual power which will 
iplift and save society and humanity— 
the,power of moral transmutation. 


CRITICS OF EAST. 


"At a recent meeting of a New York 
society, one of the Gentile speakers of 
the occasion, made the statement that 
although the Jew had shown 
himself 


capable and efficient along the lines or 
ntellectual endeavor, he had not proven 
himself as potent along the lines of 
moral achievement; that in fact, he was 
*ust deficient In this sphere of right 
conduct. Thus do the original charges of 
the Binghams, et al., find a resting place 


the minds of the general public. 
It 
would only be galling to heap up slml- 
ar utterances on the part of men more 
or less In public life, which have 'ap- 
peared- in the press during 
the last 


twelve-month. It is not a mere matter 
of criminal statistics. It is a part of a 
program, to my way of thinking, of dis- 
crediting the immigrant Jew 
in 
this 


country. It is impunging the standards 
and practices of a whole people. 


"That the Jew has mental power and 


strength, serves to be granted. 
True, 


even this thesis has not been without 
ts dissenters and detractors. 


"The 
Jew was too sane to 
deposit 


mere intellectuality as the finality in the 
ethico-rciigious life. Knowledge was but 
fhe ante-chamber to the throne room of 
n-actical education. Ignorant observance 
was not without its spiritual value, but 
t fallfd to express the highest spiritual 
possibilities. Indeed I ran but feel that 
ne of the saddest phenomena of Ameri- 
can Jewry is the large number of igno- 
rant men who occupy its pulpits. 


"The 
Judaic origin of western religious 
and moral ideals seems to be a fact and 
not a theory. If the Jewish morality be 
*uch an Inferior thing, it Is reasonable to 
ask v, hence came the impulse for this 
higher morality by which we are now 
condemned. From the shambles of the 
Roman amphitheaters? Prom, 'the de- 
cadence of Hellenism? From the anlmal- 
ty of Egypt? Or, mayhap, 
from the 
market places of Europe, where the dark- 
•ess was made bright with the fires of 
"ewish libraries and Jewish martyrs.. 


"It is a morality 
based 
upon 
the 


bought of the dipmity of every man as a 
hild of God, and tho mutual responsi- 
>illtv of man for man; a morality, which 
o its very wording is the basis of that 
vhich fond disciples put into the mouth 
f Jesus: a morality for every-day use, 
e.preeenting the Ideal of social righteous- 
less, as opposed 
to the 
mlllennarian 


character of the new Testament ianal. 
"I sometimes wonder if people know 
what morality means. 
Many of them, 
Philistine-like, limit to one field of life 
to the exclusion of all others. Living 
and morality are one. There is no part 
of life In which ethics is not fundamen- 
tal, not only the relation of the sexes. 
but one's whole daily activity Is included 
in the realm of the moral imperatives 
Partisanship may have welcomed conver- 
sion and absorption; but who can with- 
hold his admiration of the splendid moral 
courage of the Jew, who remained true 
to his loyalty, and sacrificed all for con- 
viction's sake? 


ADMONISHES ZEAL. 


"I would like to remind some of our 
patronizing young Jews that the unwrit- 
ten and forgotten history of the Jew 
in the past here in America, If publlrhnd, 
would not be much to their liking. The 
condition which undeniably exists In our 
midst calls for the most strenuous efforts 
on the part of the whole Jewish com- 
munity to stamp out criminal elements. 
Every possible avenue for reaching the 
children of our great cities has not been 
exhausted by us Jews. "We have to do 
more of this work, and not be deceived by 
our own Pharasaical self-righteousness 
into thinking that all is well with- Jewry 
because we build new synagogues and 
pay ever higher salaries to our big 
rabbis."

Thomas, 
the 20-year-old boy who so successfully 
fleeced several of Oakland's most promi- 
nent bankers out of sums aggregating 
more than $500 on a pitiful story he told 
while aslclng aid, was tills morning held 
to answer to the Superior Court by Judge 
Samuels on the charge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses.

DECLARED FARCE 


Consumer Gets Worst of Deal 


When He Buys From the 


Broken Package. 


LOS ANGELES, March 25.—That the 


working of the National Pure Food Law 
is farcical, in some respects, is the dec- 
! laration made yesterday by a committee 
| of consumers which has been conducting 
an Investigation in this city. 


As passed originally, the law prohibited 


the use of any deleterious substance, pre- 


j servative or coloring matter and would 
! have guaranteed only pure and wholesome 
I foods 
would 
be sold. 
This 
law 
was 


i changed gradually, however, so as to per- 
| mit the use of benzoate of soda, dioxide 
i of sulphur and a few other preservatives 
| and coloring matters, provided the use of 
such ingredients were stated on the l,abel. 


When the consumer purchases an un- 


[ broken package he is protected because 
the nature of Its contents is stated on the 
label; but most household supplies are 
bought in small quantities and the dealer 
may sell adulterated goods without the 


I knowledge of the purchaser, provided the 
' cask or box from which they come Is 
properly labeled. 


Virtually every store visited by the in- 


vestigators was found to be well stocked 
with such adulterated goods, which may 
be sold without violation of the law.
